I enclose herewith for your information copy of a letter, under date of the 29th ultimo, 
form the Public Printer, enclosing a light 20-dollar gold piece, which was forwarded to you on 
the 31st ultimo, and which, according to the information contained in your letter of the 1st instant 
was worth $18.98, having deducted eight cents for the cost of registration. It appears from the 
letter of the Public Printer that upon the discovery of a light-weight gold piece among the returns 
made by you to him for waste gold, at his request you remitted $1.25, which you will observe 
was an excess of 17 cents, after deducting the cost of registration, and which I enclose herewith. 
You should not have remitted the Public Printer, without the light-weight gold coin being 
forwarded to you, as its coining value could only be determined by you.
